During 1919 there had been 40,180 
men and 4,668 women applied for pos- 
itions through the government labor 
bureaus in Alberta, Of these, jobs 
were found for 30,018 men and 3,381 
women, The cost of operation was 
$39,879 or $.92 per applicant and $1.19 
per placement.

On Naval Question

Ottawar—If Canada decides to co- 

; erate in the gen¢ral naval needs of 

&: empire it may be convenient to 

possess a basis on which to build up 

her fleet. The basis suggested under 

these conditions is a fleet unit, which 

it is considered that war experience 

has shown, should comprise in the 
case of Canada; 

One battle cruiser, two light cruis- 
ers, six destroyers, four submarines, 
and two fleet miine sweepers. 

The naval force suggested as ade- 
quate, purely for the protection of 
Canada’s ports, comprised: 

Three light cruisers, one flotilla 
leader, twelve torpedo craft, eight 
submarines, with one parent ship. 

The above excerpts from the re- 
port of Viscount Jellicoe, admiral of 
the fiect, on his naval mission to 
Canada, which was tabled in the 
Commons by Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, 
Minister of Naval Service, indicate 
what this eminent authority on naval 
affairs considers are Canada's naval 
requirements if she is to play her part 
in empire affairs, and also if she is 
to protect her own shores. The re- 
port, which is not a lengthy one, after 
mentioning the subjects on which ad- 
vice was requested by the Govern- 
ment of Canada, deals with the ques- 
tion of a Canadian navy under a num- 
ber of specific heads. It mentions 
that naval assistance in the shape of 

Me risers, destroyers and other small 
vessels rendered during the last 18 
months of the war by the United 
States was of great help in the in- 
stitution of the system for protect- 
ing trade by convoy, and that with- 
out this help Great Britain would 
only have becn able to use convoys 
to a sufficient extent to meet the sub- 
marine menace by abandoning some 
of her overseas expeditions. 

Four suggestions ranging from a 
$25,000,000 fleet to one costing  $5,- 
,000,000 are made. by Admiral Jellicoc 
in his report. Although he does not 
étate specifically what would be best 
of the fleets recommended for Canada 
as given above, he includes a table in 
his report which shows the cost of 
the various vessels mentioned. He 
placed the barrel cruiser at four mil- 
‘Vion pounds, or about $20,000,000, and 
that of the light cruiser at approxim- 
ately $2,500,000, He emphasises the 
importance of air work in the navy, 
stating that any navy to be complete

Assembly and Denounce the

London.—Fifty-two members of the 
Egyptian legislative assembly recent- 
ly met at the house of Said Zagloul 
Pasha, who headed the Egyptian 
mission to the peace conference, and 
adopted a resolution proclaiming the 
independence of Egypt and the Su- 
dan, according to dispatches from 
Cairo. 

A resolution also protested against 
the suspension of the assembly, and 
denounced the British protectorate,

School Scouts 
And Scout Schools 


Schools Have Advantages in Organ- 
ization Not Possessed By 
Ordinary Troops 
“T need hardly say that I regard the 
work of the Boy Scouts’ Associa- 
tion as being a factor of the ut- 
most value in national education,” 

—H, A. L. Fisher. 


An increasing number of schools of 
every kind — elementary, secondary 


Scouting during the past few months, 
Its tremendous educational value, as 
wwell'as the welcome respite it affords 
from the inevitable routine, make it 
attractive alike to teacher and boy; 
and the evidence of parents—especi- 
ally of those whose boys spend six- 
teen weeks of holiday at home—is un- 
animous in its favor. 

Boarding schools, perhaps especi- 
ally, have advantages in organization, 
instruction and scope for practice 
which-are hot possessed by the ord- 
inary troop. 

Scouting provides the greatest 
moral safeguard that it is possible 
to find for a growing boy -~ sound 
occupation for his lcisure time; its 
games and outdoor practices cannot 
fail to develop his initiative and im- 
prove his health; its general activities 
not only give him plenty of. hard 
work, but they produce reactions 
which are highly beneficial to his 
compulsory work amd field games. 
The progression from Wolf Cup to 
Scout is psychologically sound, and 
works out well in practice. The boy 
learns first to do things—and just the 
things he loves to do, and later to find 
out that the real object of doing them 
fs not that he may defeat the rest 
of the world, but that he may help 
them. In other words, the Scout 
spirit is simply the practical applica- 
tion to his everyday life of the es- 
sence of Christianity. The Scout is 
given practical things to do; he is 
taught to use his eyes and his hands, 
to equip himself so that he may be 
ready to help other people at all 
times, to aim at perfection, but to aim 
at it for the sake of others, and with 
a wide outlook. His brotherhood is 
not a home, or a school, or a country 
-—but the whole world. Of this the 
symbols are the Scout Law and the 
Scout uniform, and those who wish to 
play the Scout game must naturally 
keep to its rules and wear its kit, 

What is there in all this that can 
do anything but deeply advantage any 
schoolboy? It shows him, too, how 
in later life he can carry on his Scout 
training for the benefit of his less for- 
tunate brothers. The best type of 
Scoutmaster may well be recruited in 
the future from those who have drawn 
their first inspirations from their 
school troop. 

It is interesting to note, in con- 
nection with all public schools, that 
the Provincial Council of the Boy 
Scouts’ Association has recently plac- 
ed in stock 500 copies of the Official 
Handbook for use in schools, 

The Council has recently placed the 
plan of the “Boy Scout Movement and 
the Public Schools” before over four 
thousand schools throughout the pro- 
vinee, Headquarters will be glad to 
write. any school that has not already 
started a troop, and is contemplating 
doing 80,

SCOUT Plan for Government Aid Is Outlined 


in the Provincial Legis- 
lature 
‘The Hon, Chas, Stewart, Premier of 
Alberta, has briefly outlined the plan 
of the provincial legislature for ex- 
tending aid to the Lethbridge nor- 
thet irrigation project, The govern- 
ment proposes to set aside a fund, 


Iwhich will probably amount to $500,- 


000, to pay interest on bonds and pro- 
Vide necessary improvements until the 
project is a success, 

This plan of financing is the one 
largely adopted in the financing of 
school securities, The arrangement 
will apply only to the Lethbridge 
Yorthern project. Plans for the fin- 
ncing of the other projects will be 
considered separately. The Lethbridge 
Northern project, it is estimated, will 
sost about $5,000,000 to construct, The 
various irrigation schemes in ‘the 
neighborhood of Lethbridge, Alberta, 
for which water is available, will in- 
volve an expenditure of about $35,- 
000,000. 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment first to ask the legislature to 
provide authority for the creation of 
a council or irrigation commission 
with the most drastic control over the 
entire project, including construction, 
the sale of bonds, assessment of the 
district, and the fixing of the tax rate. 
The construction of the scheme is ex- 
pected to require two years, and the 
financing plan contemplates no inter- 
est charge during that period. All 
the figures obtained are the utmost 
maximum, and are based on an esti- 
mate of $50 an acre. 

“We will then ask the legislature,” 
said the premier, “to set aside a sum 
to guarantee, if need be, the interest 
payable upon the bond issues. This 
sum will be used, if need be, for two 
purposes—to guarantee the interest, 
and to provide funds for necessary 
construction work for an official trus- 
tee, if he’ should be put in charge.” 

The fund ‘would be expended by 
order-in-council through an official 
trustee, who would be installed in 
place of the regular trustees for the 
district. 


Oil Strike In Manitoba 


Large Districts in Manitoba 
Held for Oil Rights 


The story of how oil was discovered 
at Dauphin, Manitoba, a few days ago 
reads like a section of a Wallingford 
story, says the Saskatoon Star. Allan 
McKay, an old man of eighty years 
of age, while digging a well discov- 
ered that the water which seeped in 
at a depth of 47 feet was covered -with 
black, evil-smelling scum. Being cu- 
rious, he sent a sample to the Mani- 
toba Agricultural College for analysis, 
and the college requested larger. sam- 
ples, In the meantime, some Winni- 
peg men, hearing of the incident, 
promptly went to.Dauphin and filed 
oil claims on what they thought was 
the McKay farm. They made a mis- 
take, however, at first, and led in 
the wrong township. 

Finding out their mistake later, they 
filed on the farm, as well as on several 
other farms in the same and adjoin- 
ing townships. Others quickly fol- 
lowed, and in a short time nearly ev- 
ery farm in the district, covering forty 
thousand acres in all, had had oil 
leases filed on them without the own- 
ers knowing anything about the mat- 
ter. Throughout the district in which 
the oil leases had been filed, only 
three farmers have oil rights on their 
own property. 

Many parties have been out to visit 
the scene of the first find, and all de- 
clare that the prospects look good, 
Old oil prospectors are sure that there 
is oil in quantities in the district, and 
systematic drilling will be started al- 
most immediately. Since the first find 
on the McKay farm, two other wells 
have shown signs of oil. Farms in 
these new districts have been filed up 
and soon the whole district as far 
north as Winnipegosis will be held 
for oil rights.

- As a result of a visit of the repre- 
sentative of a large United Statés seed 
company to Brooks and the surround- 
ing district, for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the possibilities of growing 
seed peas on the irrigated lands of 
Southern Alberta, a contract has been 
placed with Henry Davis to grow S@ 
acres of peas on his farm at Rose- 
mary, Alberta, this year. 

The representative of the seed 
house was very well pleased with the 
soil and water conditions throughout 
the district. He visited many farnk 
ers in the neighborhood of Br 
Duchess and Rosemary. If pl 
by farmers who understand irrigation, 
he is of opinion that good paying 
crops of peas should be grown os 
the irrigated farms there. 

Mr. Davis, with whom the contract 
for the planting of fifty acres has been 
made, came to Alberta from Rigby, 
Idaho, where he had had some experi- 
ence with the growing of seed peas 
He knows how and when to use water 
to get the best results with this crop. 
His experiment will be watched with 
great interest, and if it turns out as 
successfully as there is reason to an- 
ticipate it will, the growing of seed 
peas should become gencral in the 
district. 

In the irrigated districts of Idahe 
considerable areas of land are devot- 
ed to the growth of seed peas, which 
has proved a very profitable crop, and 
the handling of the seed is an im- 
portant industry. Conditions near 
Brooks are said to be similar to those 
in Idaho, if not more favorable,
